EHow to Get Out of Debt

There may be some old clothes that 
someone could use. Look around— 
see what you can find. Anything 
you can give away that will be 
worth something to someone is an 
important step toward becoming 
debt-free. Jesus taught, “Give, and 
it shall be given unto you; good 
measure, pressed down, . and 
running over, shall men give into 
your bosom. For with the same 
measure that ye mete withal it 
shall be measured to you again” 
(Luke 6:38). 

Giving involves more than just 
“things.” It means to give to others 
our love, our joy, our peace, our 
good will. “Give all you can,” is an 
important rule for getting out of 
debt. 

3. Work yourself out of debt. 
Work is one of the greatest things 
in the world. Think of it as a gift 
you can present to others—a gift of 
love. In this way you make your- 
self worthy of the material benefits 
which you should receive. As we 
give ourselves fully to the task, we 
reap fullness in return. 

We must not waste time. Idleness 
cannot get us out of debt. We must 
do good work. We will be reward- 
ed. 

Work is the price we pay for rest. 
“And on the seventh day God end- 
ed his work ... and he rested .. .’ 
(Gen. 2:2). A five-day week may 
not get us out of debt—it may take 


_a six-day week. And, God prospers 


those who keep the seventh day 


of the week holy. 


4. Save yourself out of debt. It 
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may be necessary to explain to the 
children why they cannot have 
everything they want. “Mary .. . 
John ... we’re paying on the house 
. We're just about through pay- 
ing for the car.. 
getting out of debt.” 
5. Pay yourself out of debt. Pay 
God. Give Him the tithe. Pay man. 
We must take our bills seriously.

UN GROUP HEARS WARNING 
AGAINST MINIMIZING 
FATHER’S ROLE 


A representative of an internation- 
al Catholic women’s organization cau- 
tioned at Geneva that minimizing the 
father’s role not only upsets the fam- 
ily balance but hinders young boys 
in their development toward maturity. 

She was Miss Agnes de Kalbermat- 
ten of Switzerland, who addressed the 
United Nations Commission on the 
Status of Women as an observer for 
the World Union of Catholic Women’s 
Organizations. 

Miss de Kalbermatten referred to 
the role of fathers in a speech dis- 
cussing a report on the access of 
women to higher education. The re- 
port was presented jointly by the 


United Nations Educational, Scientific | 
and Cultural Organization and the In- . 


ternational Federation of University 
Women. 

She said that “an important point 
which tends to be neglected” in the 
case of highly developed countries is 
that the importance assumed by wom- 
en in various professional, economic 
and cultural fields has helped to un- 
dermine the position of fathers.

The impressions made by Mr.

- the issues at stake are concerned. 


The proponents of the union-labor 
cause, naturally enough, are admir- 
ing and praising Mr. Reuther. 
Those opposed to Mr. Reuther have 
not been won over to his side of 
the case. Rather would it appear 
that they have been strengthened 
in their opposition to him. 

Mr. Reuther is not to be classified 
with Mr. Beck or Mr. Hoffa. His 
record stands out in sharp contrast 
to theirs. Still there are these quali- 
ties which he displays which tend 
to unite him with them. His bold 
and brash speech, his smooth and 
extended explanations, his use of 
diversionary tactics, his quickness 
to hurl a counter-charge when he 
is confronted with an embarrassing 
fact—these methods, while they oft- 
en appear successful measures, fin- 
ally become self-defeating and they 
have served to create a rising tide 
of opposition against him. 

Mr. Reuther is a great leader. 
There is little doubt about that. He 
serves in a cause where a great 
leader is needed. It is much to be 


hoped that his great gifts will be 


wisely and kindly used. Evil cannot 


be overcome by evil. Evil cannot 


be overcome by facile speech, long 
argument, strategy at the bargain- 
ing table, propaganda or pressure 
methods. Only good can finally 
overcome evil. Yes, this is a great 
simplification of a highly complex 
problem. Nevertheless, it does point 
the way Mr. Reuther must try hard- 
er to go as he now so boldly serves 
the members of his great union. 
Mr. Reuther is strong—but he needs 
still more strength. He needs the 
strength that Christ alone can give. 
It is the prayer of many that he 
will both find and use such strength.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 


How many of us who are deeply 
immersed in the work of the church ~ 


understand and appreciate our na- 
tion’s unemployment insurance sys- 
tem? Surely as Christians concern- 
ed about our brother’s welfare we 
should know something about it 
and, if we regard it as good, we

The present plan to pay partial 


support to the unemployed while 
they are looking for jobs, is a part 


of a nation-wide program which 


came into effect with the Social Se- 


curity Act passed in the depression _ % 
year of 1935. About two-thirds—43 _ 


million out of our nation’s 67 mil- 
lion civilian laborers—now have a 
coverage by means of which, when 
unemployed, they may receive bene- 


fits equal to half their average earn- 


ings. The weekly payments granted 


are said to be about $30. The length a 


of time for which they may be 
made varies with different states 
and averages about 20 weeks. Pre- 


vious earnings, length of time em- a 
ployed and number of dependents 


also enter into the computation of 
amounts paid. Employers bear the 
cost through taxes paid under state 
and Federal management. A $200 
million loan fund is maintained from 
which states may borrow when their 
own reserves run low.

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"Inefficiency and High Overhead 
In the Church” 


Editor, The Ansgar Lutheran 
Sir: 


I read somewhere that in 1955 Americans gave less than one per- 
cent of their national income for all charitable and religious purposes 
combined. On the other hand, in the same year Americans spent 
about twenty percent of their national income on amusement, i.e.— 
entertainment, liquor, gambling, tobacco, fishing, hunting, golfing, 
other sports, and vacationing. Yet the man on the street has the ef- 
_ frontery to use the phrase: “We generous Americans.” 


‘When the expression, “The pocket book is the last stronghold of 
Satan” is referred to as a time-worn cliche, I think it is because peo- 
ple resent the truth that it expresses. Cliche or not, it is one of the 
basic truths concerning human nature, one that Christ also emphasized 
frequently, as witness His words: “Go, sell all that you have and 
give it to the poor.” He spoke these words to a man in whose pocket- 
book Satan was well ensconced, so well, in fact, that this man would 
have to get rid of the whole pocketbook to disengage Satan from the 


_ throne on which he sat, through this man’s love of money. 


Satan has a clever trick, against which Christians should be warn- 
ed. He whispers in the ear of a Christian, “Don’t give too much. That 
would really be a sin. Don’t you see? The church is greedy too! Its 
- overhead is too high. It is inefficient!” Satan fails to mention, how- 
ever, that the Christian is part of the church himself and that if a 
church is greedy, it is because its people are greedy. If a church is 
inefficient, it is because its people are inefficient. If its overhead 
is too high, it is because its people arrange it that way, but not in 
the usual sense of the words, high overhead or inefficiency. Because 
the funds that actually get into the treasuries of Lutheran Churches 
are handled honestly, efficiently, and reach their intended destina- 
tions without fail. The inefficiency and high overhead in the church 
lie elsewhere. 


A man in our congregation who calls a spade (I am referring to 
Joe, about whom I wrote to you some months ago) explains this over- 
_ head thing neatly, I think. The other day Joe said: “It beats me. I 
go out to see a man about going to church next Sunday and he says 
he can’t make it because he has a new boat and motor as well as 
some new fishing gear he is going to try out. This same guy is the 
guy who told me he was broke when I asked him about his pledge 
_ to the church last fall. Now he is trying out a new boat and motor! 
As soon as you talk to people about giving to the church, everybody’s 
broke. But broke or not, they can always find money for goofing-off 
in a bowling alley or on a lake or on a trip. If these guys would just 
give the equivalent to the church—I mean give the same amount to 
the church that they spend goofing-off, the Lord’s cause would really 


| gain some ground. These same guys have the nerve to refer to them- 


selves as generous Americans. I can remember them being against th 
_ Marshall plan too, some years back. These are also re ieee 
who talk about inefficiency and high overhead in the handling of 
church funds. Boy! Are they lost in the woods!” 


Joe covers a lot of ground when he talks, but his point is well- 
taken and true. The high overhead in the church is one of two Biter 
(A) It is either still in the pocket-books of the church members (B) 
or the church members have spent same for non-essentials. In other 
words the overhead lies not in the handling of funds already given. 
For funds given to churches are handled usually with an almost un- 
canny skill—in view of the fact that they are so meager. 


No, actually inefficiency and overhead in the handlin 
funds take place only when the money in the church a ee S 
NOT SPENT! Money given to the church is to be spent for various 
Kingdom purposes! Only if it is not spent would a church member 
have the right to question the integrity of the treasurer, the pastor 
or the church council. Inefficiency, overhead, shortages "and embez- 
zlements from the Lord’s treasury take place before any money ever 
reaches the offering plates. They take place in people’s pocketbooks,

Ralph Waldo Emerson discusses 
debt in these words: “. . .

Always pay; for first 
or last you must pay your entire 
debt. Persons and events may stand 
for a time between you and justice, 
but it is only a postponement. You 
must pay at last your own debt.

NEW SOVIET PREMIER 
REAFFIRMS HIS ATHEISM 


Nikita S. Khruschev reaffirmed his — 
belief that “there is no God” in an 


interview with a French journalist at 
Moscow shortly before he was elect- 


ed by the Supreme Soviet as Premier : 


of the U.S.S.R. 
The 63-year-old Ukrainian, now Rus- 
sia’s most powerful figure since the 


death of Stalin, described himself in- 
stead as “adherent of a scientific out- 


look.” 

At the same time the successor of 
ousted Nikolai A. Bulganin declared 
in the interview, 
which was published in Pravda and 


Izvestia, top Communist Party organs, 


that the question of religious belief 


is “a private matter for each person.” 


Mr. Khruschevy made world head- 


lines in November, 1954, by signing 
- a Communist Party decree that called 


for a halt to certain church persecu- 
tions. The decree criticized officials 
who had tolerated interference with 
church activities and told Russian an- 


ti-religious workers to stop insulting ~ 


the feelings of clergymen and church- 
goers. ; 
However, other parts of the decree 


made it clear that the Communists in- — 


tended no change in their policy of 


“educating” the people away from re-- 
ligion. Recent years have witnessed

PROTESTANTS INCREASE 

W. GERMANY’S POPULATION 

About 77% of the estimated 3,000,- 
000 refugees from the Soviet Zone in- 
to West Germany are Protestants and 
only 15% Catholics. © 

As a result, traditionally Roman 
Catholic communities now have large 
Protestant populations. For example, 
Bonn, capital of West Germany, for- 
merly almost entirely Catholic, has 
nearly as many Protestants as Catho- 
lies. 

Munich, capital of Bavaria; Mainz, 
Diisseldorf, and other cities have un- 
dergone similar changes in the pro- 
portion between the two faiths. 

The 1950 West German census re- 
corded 50.7% Protestant and 45.2% 
Catholics. 

Since 1945, membership in the Evan- 
gelical Church in the Rhineland in- 
creased from 2,400,000 to 3,600,000, 
causing an acute shortage of pastors to 
serve the Evangelical constituency.

who asked: “Do you think that God 
exists or some other Higher Power?” 
Before putting the question, the cor- 
respondent said he knew very well 
that Mr. Khrushchev had “dedicated 
the greater part of his life to the 
struggle against religion.” But he not- 
ed also that “you have never spoken 
openly against religious feelings.” 


“T think that there is no God and- 


for a long time I have had such an 
idea,’ the new Premier replied. “T 
am an adherent of a scientific outlook. 
Science and the belief in supernatural 
powers cannot go together, especially 
if you have a thoroughly logical out- 
look.” 

In the same breath, he dismissed 
as “much rubbish” what he said were 
attempts to prove that Communists 
“who do not believe in God cannot 
have praiseworthy, lofty feelings.” 


“Communists,” Mr. Khrushchev de- 
clared, “are the most human people 
because they are waging this struggle 
to achieve a good life, and not just 
for themselves.” : 

On the other hand he claimed, “in 
the capitalist world, rich people want 
to have a good life only for them- 
selves and do not care about the — 
others.” ; 

He pointed to America where, he 
said, “we see a radical reduction of 
production and the growth of un- 
employment, while a small handful — 
of millionaires and billionaires have — 
enormous wealth and millions of peo y 
ple are without jobs.” — = 

“They would die from privation Bee gE, 
impoverishment and the millionaires 
do not care,” Mr. Khrushchev said, 
“Such is the lot of people under capi- 
talism, where private property con- — 
trols the means of production.” — 

Commenting that “many of the 
millionaires and billionaires are re- 
ligious believers,” the Premier went 
on to praise the system in Communist 
Russia. ; 


“We Communists,” he said, “are 
gainst such things. 
everyone has the right to work, 
the good life which human society 
creates for all people. We are for 
real equality for all people. We ca: 
about every living person and abo 
the society in which they live: 

“That is our ideal and. conviction. 
I think that is much better than t 
believe in.God and then to chuck o 
people from factories and plants” 
the religious capitalists do. The ques- — 
tion as to who believes in God and 
who does not is not a matter for con- — 
flict—that is a private matter for 
each person. That is why it is better 
not to talk on such topics in a very 
detailed way.” ; a
